In the brine-freezing process the 
fish are dipped into a solution of 
sodium chloride (or brine) carried on 
board In a tank at a temperature of 
five degrees Fahrenheit. Then they j 
are stored at a” temperature of five I 
degrees, and experiments have shown 
that fish so treated can be kept in 
perfect condition for three months. 

The cost of installing the new i 
plant on board is about $8,500, but! 
It is claimed there would be a real | 
saving, because of the avoidance of | 
loss on fish caught early in the voy¬ 
age. A Billingsgate fish merchant 
says the brine-frozen fish was almost 
as good as freshly caught fish.
